Ammonia is one of the best known 


products of the laboratory. If, as seems 
to be justly claimed for it, the application 
of its properties to the purposes of cook- 
ing results in giving us lighter and more 
wholesome bread, biscuit, and cake, it 
will prove a boon to dyspeptic humanity, 
and will speedily force itself into general 
use in the new field to which, science has 
assigned it.

THE HORSE'S COLLAR.—A correspon- 


dent from Trevose to the Gcrmantown 
Tdeijraph says : "Just now every fanner 
is interested in the condition of his 
horse's shoulders; and it being so, let 
me ask which is the best collar and pad 
for a horse ? I have tried Irish collars and 
do not like them ; and the best collar I 
have tried is the Scotch, a medium-sized 
collar, hair-padded, leather-lined, having 
one buckle at the top. 
Press the collar 


together after taking it off, and hang it 
upside down, 
shoulders and 


]f the horse has tender 


you want to try a pad, 


take a side of leather, lay your collar on 
it, (the soft end,) mark the shape on the 
outside, then cut it out on the outside of 
collar; then start about 14 inches from 
top and cut a slit flown the centre to 
about 1J inches of bottom ; trying it on 
your horse, smooth side next to the ani- 
mal. 
If your horse has a sore shoulder, 


stuff two stockings with chaff, and put 
one above and one below the sore, be- 
tween collar and pad, and at night dust 
the sore with baking soda, after being 
well washed; then wash the pad well 
also.
